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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The Amendment filed on 8/10/05 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 21-26 and 28-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Berkeley et al (5,000,237) in view of Woods et al (US 5,901,445). 

Berkeley et al discloses the invention substantially as claimed except for first and 
second generally straight slot and fasteners for each. However, Woods et al (in Fig. 6) 
teaches a guide tool (e.g. at 115) having non-parallel slots with fasteners (e.g. at 103) for 
each slot to thereby hold the tool in a desired orientation and location. While Berkeley 
et al alone provides an arcuate slot to angularly orient the tool guide, Woods et al's 
teachings seems to suggest to the ordinary artisan that having additional slots that are 
generally straight would be advantageous for the guide function of the tool in situations 
where angular orientation of the guide is not a primary concern. Thus, it would have 
been obvious to the ordinary artisan at the time of the instant invention to provide the 
device of Berkeley et al with the generally straight non-parallel slots and fasteners for 
each as taught and suggested by Woods et al in order to facilitate a more typical guiding 
function for the triangular guide. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 21-26 and 28-40 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
